Test of the Burke Pure Alarm Tele- 


graph Invention. 


Mr. W. B. Burke, the electrician for 


the Deostur Qae Light and Coke Com- 
pany, is the inventor of the Burke Fire 
Alarm Telegraph, which was thoroughly 
tested this forenoon at the gas works in 
the presence of members of the city coun- 
cil, W. J. Wayne, ex-fire chief, Fire Mar- 
shal Wmebrenner, a number of citizens 
and a representative of the Motor Com- 
pany, Chicago 


The test was a pronounced success, 


being a great improvement over all other 
fire alarm systems. 
The instruments 


which are operated by electricity were 
connected with the electric hght wire, one 
at the Union depot and one at the gas 
works. The instruments are simply con 
structed, box-shape and are operated by 
means of a lever which when turned 
locates the fire in any part of the city at 
the central office or at headquarters of 
the fire department 
The locality is 


marked five times on a piece of paper, a 
small bell aleo giving the location of the 
fire by nnging five times, eo that no 
possible mistake can be made 
In case 


the wire should be broken the bell will 
keep on ringing to sound the alarm The 
test at the works and at the depot 
was all that could be desired—simple 
reliable and perfect 
The Burke bo\es 


are provided with glass fronts 
When 


placed in the districts each will have 
key inside, and in case of a nre any one 
without a key can smash in the glass 
take out the key, unlock the box and 
turn in the alarm 
The Burke systen 


should commend itself to the Decatur 
authorities as the cheapest and best, and 
it will doubtless be adopted
